Of Juſtification by Yorks, and of other 
Ads of Merit. 


Ccording to this holy method of ar 
guing points of Divinity by Simitli- 

tudes, there isno neceſſity for all Chriſtians 
to truſt to the Interceſſion of Saints, * For 
there are a ſort of honeſt people and of fFery 
good fathion, who gain Heaven without it, 
by their own brave and good deeds ; as by 
the taking of one Rowen, to be made Com- 
manders of Tholouſe, Narboune, Carcaſſon; 
and other places.” Another to be made Go- 
vernour of Orleance, Bowrges,and the depen- 
dancies, another of Poitiers 3 another of the 
three Frontiers of Bretaigne. Theſe are 
works by God's Authority, which have been- 
juſtift*d z and without ſaying, ut mereamur, 
they have merited, or. at leaft obtain'd ge-- 
neral paxdon and favour. They that 
wrought theſe meritoricus deeds have guelt 
the public Exchgquers and are jultifh'd 
thereby. Let the Heretics with their. St.. 
Paw preach Faith and Grace as long as they 
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pleaſe, theſe with their St. James F,—— 
St. James of Spain, have prov'd their faith 
by their works. Upon this ground it is, 
vain Huguerots that we mult not admit Ju- 
ſtihcation of works to be difficult,after ſuch 
works have been juſtit®d. They have ob- 
fain'd a Law, and this Law has been a Law 
of Grace ; but when you ſhall have an oc- 
calion to require a Law, yours (hall be (6 
Jean and meagre, and got with ſo much 
trouble, that you ſhall be forc'd to confeſs 
with me, that there is a necetſity of Imprtius 
by works, and not of faith ; you do not be- 
heve in the Popes Indulgences. Now mark 
but the Indulgcncies ” , a King, who is not 
a Pope, and we (half find that theſe good 
works which you make ſcruple to juttihe, 
are become ſo meritorious as to have gain d 
poor Villars the Admiralty of France. Other 
Marſhals, though they have no Mints of 
their own, yet can coyn what money they 
pleaſe. And whereas other ſuperltitious 
Hypocrites ſpend their time & their money 
to buy pardons for ſo many thouſand years 
theſe can ſhew ye thouſands of Crowns got 
in a few months. Inſymuch that the pay- 
ments of the merits of the League being caſt 
up, the whole ſum amounted to above (ec- 
ven' millions, ſeven hundred and fixry 
thouſand Crowns. More then this, theſe 
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good works have_extended their berchts 
and ſuperercegaftons to others, who have 
taken lefſer Towns and Villages under the 
chicf Leader, ſo that the Followers have been 
canoniz'd fer the ſuper-abounding merit 
of the Commander,, I do not bring into 
this rank, either Merceur or Efernon, They 
are yet to know more, what it is to truſt 
in works, Now then let us fee who they

CHAP. IL. 


Of the re-union of Religion, 


T being a task of great difficulty to de 

ſtroy the opinion of the Haguenots by 
Diſputes, we have defign'd what is mox 
a 7% re-union of Religions, by the 
diſcoverics and intelligencies of the gain'd 
Miniſters: but of tix that there were, 
there are five dead, and one bani(ſh'd, With- 
out doubt there would be no great danger 
for them to quit ſeveral Theological Te 
nets, provided the authority of the Church 
and the Pope remafn entixe, The reaſon 
is plain, for that they having” ſubmiteed to 
the authority of them,, they might caſily 
afterwards loſe their arguments by virtue 
thereof, And when our Jeſuits made op- 
poſition to ſeveral Apticles, which the other 
were 
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were willing to grant, = did not ſmelt 
the deſign, in regard that ſome of them 
aim'd rather at a civil War then pace, of 
Conſcience, Now you ſhall ſee what we, 
of the other Clyb of honeſt good fellows 
would have had the Romiſþ Church let go, 
Firit, That the obedience ſhould reſt in the 
French, provided they diſmiſs'd ſome of 
their Drolleries which caus'd the people to 
laugh, as the beginning the Maſs with an 
&c. and other abſurdicies, which are di- 
ſtinRtly and ſutly diſculs'd by Bernard O- 
chinus in his Treatiſe da Nativita della 
Meſſa. As to the Ceremonies, take away 


, the moſt ridiculous, and for the reſt, make 


anſwer to what Bernard Ochinus ſays, That 
it is the Lord's Supper diſguis'd, and clog'd 
with Ceremonies to make it appear more 
holy. Next, that the Priclts ſhould be per+ 
mitted to marry, and to leave their Wives 
when they grow irkſom. In all caſes to 
make uſe of the holy Decree, and its liber- 
ties, as you hind it in the Canon, is qui non

were the ſon of a Whore that would not be 
of the Church of Rome. Then we would 
aboliſh all Faſts, unle(s it were to the poor, 
and the fick; diſmiſs the Terrour of ime 
ginary Purgatory,yet without any injury t6 
the mediation cf Saints, for fear of ruining 
the Church. I do not without reaſon ad- 
viſe the abolition of Purgatory. There is 
nothing has made ſo many Souls very curi- 
ous of their Salvation at thcir latter end, as 
the ſtory which follows. A Prieſt when he 
comforts a fick perſon, tells him, That the 
pangs of dcath are the entrance into the

es him, that they are as th pains of Child- 

earing,that lead into eternal life,and builds 
his argument upon this Text, This day ſhalt 
thou be with me. 1 will boldly ſay, That 
the Index —_ ought totake notice 
of this paſſage, Now the reliſh of thefe 
two diffcrences of dying, has caus'd feve- 
xal good Catholics to renounce Purgatory 
upon their death beds, where the hopes 
and fears of this world give way to thoſe 
of the other. «. We would have allow'd 
them for their Markets, Wedneſday and Sa- 
turday, Lent and Vigits, but that Policy 
has otherwiſe order'd it, and thus we had

At the 
fame time the other Church ſhall reaſſume 
their Pomp, their Muſic, their Dancings, 
great Feaſtings, and the vaſt Revenues of 
their Church.

For *tis a great matter to ſce five, 
ſix or ſeven thouſand dead people, with 
all the Marks of real Martyrdom,as probi- 
ty of Life, purity of Religion, and full 
freedom to chooſe either Life or Death, 
This has depriv'd us cf abundance of peo- 
ple that beheld choſe Preachers, who had no

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gther Pulpits then the Scaffold, the Lad 

or the flaming, Faggot. Thele are the glo- 
xious Nicks of time, when, vain hopes arc 
faid to give place to Zeal and Vertue, They 
order their affairs now more prudently, 
both in Ttaly and « war There does not & 
Year go about , wherein they do not put 
to death ſome hundreds, But their con- 
ſtancy has no other witneſſes then Goalers 
and Hang-men, who are like the Cranes 
of Pyrrbus for keeping ſecrecy. *Tis not 
above Thirty Years ago, that all the Pro- 
ceſſes, of which this dangerous book is full, 
and which teſtifie the truth of it, were or- 
der'd to be taken: off the files of all the 
Courts of . Parliament. But is thcir no 
way to ſtifle the memory of theſe things, 
and to cry down all theſe Storics for Fa- 
bles, though the eye-witneſles are living 2 
What ſhall we do ?

That Cox- 
comb Lat had: open'd my eyes to ſee, how 
that after my:Converſion, the King put no 
eonfidence in,me 3 on the contrary, that 
Roſny who continu'd a - firm Heretic got 
ground 'in the King's favour,and thereby 
great Authority in France. In the -mid'lt 
of thele thoughts, I call'd to mind the mi- 
{erable ends of Spore, difcountenanc'd by 
the King after his Converſion; of - Morlas, 
of. Clairville, grieving at his death to. have 
damn'd himſelt to gain ſomething, and 
yet never to talt the pleaſure of enjoyment; 
of du Fay whody'd altogether lighted, and 
deſpairing to that height, that he publicly 
queſtion'd, whether the Church of Rome 
were the Church of Chriſt. Barrillere like 
him, was upon the ſame ſtrain. Sallettes, 
who ltecr'd the ſaine conrfe, as having bin. 
taught by his Wi'e, That he who greatly 
fears God, is alſo afraid of men; She that: 
nover fearing nor refuſing the men of this 
World, was bold againli God. .

Know then, that all 
men are xeduc'd to this point, to- be at an 
ill paſs cither with thcir Conſciences, or 
with the affairs of the World. But becauſe 
there is no perfedt felicity, wile men hnd- 
ing a perſecution upon the liberty os their 
hovghes, they fly to the privacies of the 
heart 3 (© that if your Conſcience cannot 
reconcile it-{elf to the temper of the times, 
fly to the ſecret retirements of the wile, 
xcferving- to your ſelf, thoſe things, of 
which you your (clf are Judg, and leaving 
to others thoſe things which fall under the 
ſcan of Forraign judgment. , Our external 
Adions may be Law by thoſe who are 
in power,and for that they have the know- 
| lege thereofzyou cannot prevent them from 
dealing in t'\cir own Element, or from pus 
nilhing or rewarding as they deem moſt 
proper : but they cannot controul your 
thoughts, which they can by no means im» 
peach, Sir, I ſpeak theſe things as well in 
reference to. my (elf, as you beſeeching 
ye , that the Combats of our Conſciences 
may. not. vent themſclves; or if the Con- 
{cience 
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ſience firnggſe to get looſe, at leaſt to-lult 
it allcep,if you cannot ſtifle itin theCradle. 
Cabier informs me that you are very much 
furpriz'd at the ſuddain ends of our new 
Converts, The Barox of Salignac and my 
ſelf are ſtill alive. His Wife, and the 
Wives of Salette, Sponde, Merlas axe allo 
yet living. The reaſon is plain : They 
that are dead would not ſtifle their Conlſci- 
ences 3 and they choak*'d them, We muſt 
therefore kill our Conſciences,as I can boalt 
to have done by mine; or lay them faſt 
afleep in the Bed of Stupidity, as the Ba 
ron and his Wife,and others, have done by 
a thouſand little charming paſtimes of Love. . 
Come, I will give ye a few precepts,which- 
make uſe of my (elf. Many men render 
delervedly culpable themſelves C__ 
their own il} condu&, Loyalty, though it 
highly to be applauded, becomes liable to 
puniſhment, when it ſaſtains them whoare 
depreſs'd by Fortune. We ought to follow 
favour, honour thoſe who are in proſperi- 
ty; ſpum at the miſerable. For never. 
wiſe man made choice of the unfortunate 
for his Friends, We ought to change asthe 
times alter, and abandon that Party, from 
which we can hope for no ſupport. There 
is as much difference between profit and 
xight, as between Heaven and Earth, was. 
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nd hire. The greateſt Families in the 
World would ſoon decay , ſhould they 
" tmake any account of Juſtice, A ty'd re- 
fpet to Honeſty would overthrow Citys 
and Caſtles, The lib:zrty of committing 
all ſorts of Impicty, ſapports Kingdoms, 
Though it went againſt thy Nature to ob- 
{erve any meaſure in evil-doing, yet he 
that as by appearance ſhall cafily find im- 
nity, when the fat is committed Let 
im abſtain from the Court , that will 
needs be pious. Truth and Grandeur are 
always at daggers drawing. He (hall al- 
ways be in fear. Why (hould a wiſe man 
be aſham'd to- follow the example of his 
King. Wickedneſs renders them equal who 
are equally contaminated, ? Tis not a thing 
that deſerves a little praiſe to deceive a 
Prince.Honeſty,not accompany'd with feli- 
city, is always conten:-ptible 3 and for poor 
Vertue, fee how it is forc'd to ſuffer the 
froffs of the Vulgar. Thus you ſee, Sir, 
how I have endeavour'd to- employ yorr 
contemplation , not doubting but you will 
make your advantage of what I have faid 3 
as being the moſt proper Phylic for your 
diſcaſe, I return'd my moſt humble thanks 
to Monhicur Confteffour, and applauding his 
diſcourſe, Sir, (aid I, what follows, I
